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FOREWORD 


This  publication  has  as  its  principal  purpose  the  presentation  of 
up-to-date  information  about  authorized  learning  resources  for  the  1981 
Alberta  Social  Studies  Curriculum.   A  qreat  deal  of  energy  has  been 
expended  by  the  Social  Studies  Learning  Resources  Ad  Hoc  Committee  and 
the  Social  Studies  Curriculum  Coordinating  Committee  to  identify  the  best 
available  resources  for  prescribed  topics,  to  stimulate  production  of 
resources  where  gaps  were  found,  and  to  develop  descriptions  of  resources 
that  would  be  helpful  to  teachers  and  purchasing  authorities.   The 
results  of  these  various  activities  are  consolidated  in  this  document. 

At  this  time,  learning  resources  for  the  1981  Alberta  Social  Studies 
Curr  icu I  urn  are  substantially  in  place  in  schools.   However,  occasional 
updates  to  grade  level  authorized  lists  will  be  made.  Appropriate 
information  will  be  forwarded  to  schools  in  a  format  that  can  easily  be 
included  in  this  document. 

Special  thanks  go  to  the  present  members  of  the  Learning  Resources 

Ad  Hoc  Committee,  to  members  of  previous  committees,  and  to  teachers 

across  the  province  who  provided  suggestions  for  the  format  of  this 
document. 
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RESOURCE  SELECTION  PROCEDURES 

This  annotated  bibliography  of  prescribed  and  recommended  learning 
resources  has  been  prepared  by  the  Social  Studies  Learning  Resources  Ad 
Hoc  Committee  using  guidelines  provided  by  Alberta  Education  Curriculum 
Branch  and  the  Social  Studies  Curriculum  Coordinating  Committee.  The 
members  of  the  Learning  Resources  Ad  Hoc  Committee  represent  various 
educational  systems  throughout  the  province. 

Criteria  for  the  selection  of  authorized  resources  reflects  a 
concern  for  the  following:  curriculum  fit,  readability,  visual  appeal, 
compatabi  I  ity  with  inguiry  methods  and  the  need  for  resources  at  grade 
and  topic  levels.  Recently,  greater  emphasis  has  focused  on  the 
suitability  of  resources  in  regard  to  stereotyping,  bias,  tolerance  and 
understanding.  In  this  respect,  the  committee  has  been  guided  by  the 
Native  People  in  the  Curriculum  Report  and  the  criteria  developed  by  the 
Committee  for  Tolerance  and  Understanding.

Rejections 
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Approved  resources  are  subject  to  a  review  process  after  they  have 
been  on  the  approved  listings  for  three  years.  At  this  time,  new 
concerns  such  as  those  identified  by  the  Native  People  in  the  Curriculum 
Report  and  the  Committee  for  Tolerance  and  Understanding  are  taken  into 
account.  As  well,  consideration  is  given  to  the  currency  of  information 
in  the  resource  and  to  the  continued  availability  from  the  publisher. 
This  review  process  is  similar  to  the  original  approval  process  as 
outlined  in  the  preceeding  diagram.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  review,  a 
decision  is  made  to  retain  the  resource  on  authorized  listings  or  to 
remove  it  from  authorized  listings.  A  "delisted"  resource  is  no  longer 
approved  by  Alberta  Education.  Schools  continuing  to  use  such  resources 
must  receive  local  board  approval. 
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FORMAT 


This  document  has  been  prepared  to  assist  school  administrators, 
teachers  and  librarians  with  the  selection  and  purchase  of  social  studies 
learning  resources.  It  is  hoped  that  with  the  new  flexible  3-hole  punch 
format,  this  document  can  be  easily  updated  to  reflect  new  additions  or 
deletions.  To  add  or  delete  pages  more  easily,  we  recommend  that  these 
pages  be  placed  in  a  3-ring  binder. 

For  clarification  of  the  terms  "prescribed",  "recommended"  and 
"support"  resources,  please  refer  to  the  pages  entitled  CLASSIFICATIONS 
OF  LEARNING  RESOURCES  preceding  each  grade  level. 
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DEFINITION  OF  RESOURCE  CATEGORIES 


This  learning  resources  manual  (which  includes  an  annotated 
bibliography  of  prescribed  learning  resources)  for  the  1981  Alberta 
Social  Studies  Curriculum  has  been  developed  by  the  Social  Studies 
Learning  Resources  Ad  Hoc  Committee  working  within  guidelines  provided  by 
the  Social  Studies  Curriculum  Co-ordinating  Committee  and  the  Curriculum 
Policies  Committee.  The  responsibility  of  the  Learning  Resources  Ad  Hoc 
Committee  is  to  select  learning  resources  that  will  complement  the 
rationale,  topics  and  objectives  of  the  1981  Alberta  Social  Studies 
Curriculum.  The  intent  of  the  manual  is  to  provide  an  authorized  listing 
of  available  resources  in  order  that  teachers  and  school  boards  may  have 
a  selective  choice. 

PRESCRIBED  RESOURCES 

Prescribed  learning  resources  are  those  resources  which  have  been 
assessed  as  the  best  materials  presently  available  to  school  systems  to 
achieve  the  objectives  of  grade  level  social  studies  programs. 
Prescribed  resources  (comprising  non-print  as  well  as  print  materials) 
listed  in  this  manual  have  been  selected  on  the  basis  of  the  following 
criteria: 

1.  Direct  application  to  specific  curriculum  topic(s); 

2.  Appropriate  reading  level; 

3.  Reasonably  priced,  durable  and  readily  available; 

4.  Current  content,  accurate  and  free  of  obvious  bias  or 
stereotypi  ng; 

5.  Canadian  publication  preferred,  everything  else  being  egual; 

6.  Favourable  E.P.I.E.  analysis  and  synthesis; 

7.  Positive  curriculum  audit  for  tolerance  and  understanding. 

Three  to  ten  items  per  grade  will  be  identified.  Resources,  once 
approved,  are  listed  for  a  minimum  of  three  years,  after  which  time  such 
resources  are  subject  to  annual  review.  The  year(s)  which  appears  at  the 
end  of  each  listing  is  the  year  in  which  this  resource  was  given 
prescribed  status. 


RECOMMENDED  RESOURCES 

A  listing  of  recommended  learning  resources  is  also  included  in  this 
manual.  Recommended  learning  resources  are  those  print  or  non-print 
resources  which  complement  prescribed  resources  by  making  an  important 
contribution  to  the  attainment  of  one  or  more  of  the  goals  outlined  in 
the  curriculum  guide.  Many  of  the  teachers'  guides  for  the  prescribed 
resources  are  included  in  the  listing  of  recommended  resources. 

When  a  prescribed  resource  undergoes  its  three  year  review  and  is 
found  lacking  in  regard  to  some  criteria,  it  may  be  re-designated  as  a 
recommended  resource.  If  so,  it  will  retain  such  status  for  a  minimum  of 
two  years.

Support  materials  are  those  resources  produced  by  Alberta  Education

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DESCRIPTION  OF  SUPPORT  RESOURCES 


TEACHING  UNITS 

Teaching  Units  are  designed  to  serve  as  high  guality  instructional 
units  for  use  by  Alberta  teachers.   These  instructional  materials  are  not 
prescriptive  or  mandatory.   They  attempt  to  illustrate  one  way  that  the 
Alberta  "process  of  social  inguiry"  can  be  structured,  and  teachers  must 
judge  which,  if  any,  of  the  strategies  outlined  are  helpful  to  them  in 
their  own  planning. 

The  teaching  units  have  been  granted  status  as  recommended 
resources.  On  the  SUMMARY  OF  RESOURCES  charts  for  each  grade  level, 
teaching  units  are  listed  under  both  "Recommended  Resources"  and  "Support 
Resources". 

In  all  cases,  the  cost  per  item  is  minimal  ($5.00  to  $15.00). 
Details  regarding  the  cost  of  specific  titles  can  be  obtained  from  the 
Alberta  School  Book  Branch  Price  List  and  Order  Form. 


KANATA  KITS 

Kanata  Kits  are  multi-media  learning  resource  kits  which  feature 
Canadian  content  for  social  studies.  The  sixteen  multi-media  resource 
kits  were  developed  as  part  of  the  Alberta  Heritage  Learning  Resources 
Project.  Kanata  Kits  were  distributed  to  schools  and  additional  copies 
of  these  original  kits  are  not  available  for  purchase  from  Alberta  School 
Book  Branch. 

A  project  to  redevelop  several  of  the  existing  Kanata  Kits  has  been 
undertaken  by  a  commercial  publisher.  These  redeveloped  kits  will  be 
identified  and  listed  as  "Kanata  Series"  as  they  become  available.  They 
may  be  purchased  as  separate  components  (student  text,  teacher  guide, 
media  kit)  from  the  Alberta  School  Book  Branch  when  they  have  received 
authorized  status. 

Teachers  are  reminded  of  the  orginal  intent  of  the  Kanata  Kit 
project.  These  resources  were  designed  to  serve  as  high  guality 
instructional  materials  which  demonstrate  ways  in  which  the  Alberta 
"process  of  social  inguiry"  may  be  structured. 
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MONOGRAPHS 

Relating  the  Books  for  Young  Readers   to   the  Social  Studies  Curriculum 

(Grades  4,  5  and  6) 

This  287-page  monograph  contains  planned  units,  of  several  weeks 
each,  based  on  the  Heritage  Series.  It  includes  three  units  for  Topic 
4A,  four  for  Topic  4B,  three  for  Topic  5A,  one  for  Topic  5B,  two  for 
Topic  6A  and  one  for  Topic  6C.  Each  unit  is  developed  parallel  to  the 
eight  steps  of  the  Inguiry  Process  and  contains  teaching  instructions  and 
a  wealth  of  ideas  for  student  activities  at  each  stage  of  this  process. 

This  material  should  prove  very  valuable  to  every  teacher  of  social 
studies  in  grades  4-6.  It  is  available  for  purchase  from  the  Alberta 
School  Book  Branch  for  $7.95. 

Teaching  the  Elective  Portion  of  the  Social  Studies  Program 

(Grades  1-12) 

This  191-page  monograph  is  a  collection  of  ideas  for  topics  to  study 
during  the  25$  elective  portion  of  the  program.  For  each  of  the  topics 
prescribed  in  every  grade,  this  publication  provides  an  additional  three 
suggested  topics.  Each  of  these  includes  a  "Focus  Question"  followed  by 
sections  called  "General  Approach",  "In  the  News",  and  "Helpful 
Resources".  This  collection  provides  a  wealth  of  ideas  that  teachers  may 
find  valuable  as  they  develop  their  own  units. 

At  least  one  copy  of  this  material  should  prove  valuable  in  every 
school.  It  is  available  for  purchase  for  $4.75  from  the  Alberta  School 
Book  Branch. 


Teacher- Student  Activities  in  Economics 

Alberta  Foundation  for  Economic  Education 
(Grades  1-12) 

This  monograph  of  approximately  200  pages  consists  of  four  sections. 
Each  section  provides  strategies  developed  specifically  to  show  how 
concepts  from  economics  can  be  taught  within  the  prescribed  curriculum 
topics.  At  each  grade  level  the  strategies  comprise  one  or  two-week 
mini-units.  The  units  are  packaged  into  four  booklets,  one  for  each 
division.  The  use  of  these  materials  may  reguire  additional  teacher 
planning  to  integrate  into  prescribed  topics  and  to  achieve  full 
congruence  with  the  Inguiry  Process.  Each  school  might  consider  making 
one  of  these  booklets  available  for  each  division.  They  are  available 
for  purchase  from  the  Alberta  School  Book  Branch.

Should  Individual  Differences  Influence  the  Way  People  Treat  Each  Other? 

(SPEDS)  Grades  4,  5,  and  6 

This  161-page  monograph  is  a  teaching  unit  prepared  for  the  Society 
for  Prevention  and  Elimination  of  Discrimination  and  Stereotyping.  It  is 
intended  for  the  upper  elementary  level  and  is  suitable  for  use  in  the 
25$  elective  portion  of  the  program.  It  lends  itself  well  to  issues 
about  stereotyping  and  discrimination.  Teacher  direction  and  student 
activities  are  provided  for  each  of  the  first  seven  steps  of  the  Inguiry 
Process.  Songs,  poems,  puzzles  and  stories  are  included  to  encourage 
high  student  interest.  Complementing  this  unit  is  an  audio-tape 
containing  the  SPEDS  theme  song.

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TREATMENT  OF  NATIVE  PEOPLES  IN  SOCIAL  STUDIES 


In  recent  years  a  number  of  studies  have  documented  that,  both  in 
and  out  of  school,  youngsters  are  exposed  to  racist  attitudes.  These 
attitudes,  expressed  over  and  over  in  books,  human  interactions  and  the 
media,  gradually  influence  children's  perceptions  until  stereotypes  and 
distortions  about  minority  cultural  and  ethni'c  groups  are  accepted  as  a 
reality.  The  Native  People  in  the  Curriculum  Report  identified  many 
instances  in  approved  resources  for  the  Alberta  Social  Studies  Curriculum 
where  such  stereotyping  and  distortions  about  Native  peoples  and  their 
culture  might  be  unknowingly  and  inadvertently  passed  on  to  students. 
Several  actions  have  been  taken  to  address  the  identified  concerns. 

The  resources  which  have  received  the  most  serious  criticisms  have 
been  removed  from  the  authorized  listings.  Other  resources  have  been 
referred  to  publishers  for  possible  redevelopment.  Those  resources  which 
are  classified  as  problematic  have  been  retained  on  authorized  listings 
and  descriptions  of  the  concerns  are  contained  in  the  annotation  for  each 
resource  in  this  manual.  Teachers  are  encouraged  to  review  these 
concerns  and  identify  procedures  for  addressing  them  in  the  classroom. 

Alberta  Education  is  currently  involved  in  a  project  which  will 
respond  to  concerns  related  to  the  treatment  of  Native  Peoples  in  the 
curriculum.  Nevertheless,  the  need  exists  to  ensure  that  appropriate 
actions  are  taken  at  the  classroom  level  to  ensure  that  minority  and 
cultural  groups  are  portrayed  in  a  sensitive  and  acceptable  manner.

Recommended  learning  resources  are  recommended  print  and/or 
non-print  resources  which  complement  prescribed  resources  by  making 
an  important  contribution  to  the  attainment  of  one  or  more  of  the 
major  goals  of  courses  outlined  in  the  provincial  programs  of 
studies.  They  are  available  from  the  Alberta  School  Book  Branch 
unless  otherwise  noted.  Schools  and  school  districts  are  given  a 
]5%   discount  off  the  stated  list  price. 

3.  Support  Materials 

Support  materials  are  those  resources  produced  by  Alberta 
Education.  Teaching  Units  and  monographs  are  available  for  purchase 
from  the  Alberta  School  Book  Branch.  Kanata  Kits  and  other  Alberta 
Heritage  Learning  Resources  are  presently  in  schools  and  are  not 
available  for  purchase.

The  information  is  presented 
with  clarity  and  creates  hiqh  pupil  interest.   The  format  of  the  colored 
illustrations  varies  from  title  to  title  -  photoqraphs,  cartoons  and 
drawings.

Initially  teachers  may  wish  to  read  the  books  aloud  prior  to  discussing 
the  content.   As  pupils  grow  in  reading  ability,  they  will  re-read  them. 
It  is  recommended  that  one  or  more  sets  be  kept  in  the  classroom  to 
facilitate  browsing.   The  content  lends  itself  to  an  inguiry  approach 
which  must  be  developed  by  the  teacher.

The  resource  contains  ten  activities,  an  enrichment  page  and  a  two- 
page  teacher's  guide.   A  variety  of  chart,  map,  pictorial  and  tabular 
data  is  included.  The  content  was  selected  to  help  pupils  understand  how 
a  simply-organized  herding  community,  the  Tuaregs  of  the  Sahara,  survive 
in  a  hot  desert  environment.   The  activities,  which  allow  both  analytical 
and  interpretive  thinking,  are  based  on  the  discovery  approach  and 
reguire  students  to  interpret  line  drawings,  short  readings,  charts  and 
circle  graphs,  use  an  atlas,   complete  charts,   relate  material  to  their 
own  lifestyles,  and  play  a  game.   The  teacher's  guide  provides  brief 
background  information  on  the  camel  herders  and  outlines  the  ten 
understandings  and  skill  objectives  correlated  with  each  of  the  ten 
activities.

Each  booklet  covers  one  subject  and  contains  many 
illustrations.  The  students  work  on  a  variety  of  activities,  i.e. 
reporting,  discussing,  organizing  and  interpreting  data.   The  series 
illustrates  a  number  of  historical  developments  rather  than  developing  a 
specific  set  of  concepts.   Each  booklet  contains  stories,  maps  and 
drawings  interspersed  with,  and  followed  by,  guestions  and  activities. 

CONCERNS: 

*Life  in  New  France. 
This  book  was  identified  in  the  "Native  People  in  the  Curriculum" 
Report  as  particularly  objectionable  in  its  treatment  of  Native  peoples 
and  culture.   The  book  will  be  delisted  as  of  JUNE  1984.   Schools  may 
continue  to  use  this  resource  with  local  board  approval. 

A  supplement  was  distributed  to  schools  in  September  I983,  to  assist 
teachers  in  dealing  with  the  deficiencies  present  in  this  book.   The 
supplement  outlines  some  of  the  problems  in  the  resource,  and  provides 
suggestions  and  alternate  activities. 

Life  of  the  Loyalists. 

The  "Native  People  in  the  Curriculum"  Report  stated  that  the 
oversimplified  presentation  in  this  book  distorts  historical  facts. 
Students  need  to  be  exposed  to  other  resources  to  enable  them  to  gain  a 
historically  accurate  picture  of  this  period  in  Canadian  history.

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The  Fur  Trade  • 

This  book  as  identified  by  the  "Native  People  in  the  Curriculum" 
Report  raises  concern  in  that  some  facts  are  omitted  and  others  are  stated 
incorrectly.   Up  to  page  27,  little  mention  is  made  of  the  Indians  and  no 
mention  is  made  of  the  effects  of  the  fur  trade  on  Indian  lifestyles.   To 
accommodate  these  concerns,  other  materials  need  to  be  used  to  supplement 
this  resource. 

Northwest  Mounted  Police. 

The  booklet  states  that  the  NWMP  were  created  for  three  reasons:   to 
protect  the  Indians  from  whiskey  traders;  to  make  the  Indians  farmers; 
and  to  keep  the  Americans  out.   But  actual ly  the  NWMP  were  formed  to  keep 
the  Americans  out  and  to  keep  the  Indians  peaceful.   The  "Native  People  in 
the  Curriculum"  Report  states  that  the  reasons  presented  in  the  booklet 
reinforces  stereotypes  of  the  drinking  Indians,  wandering  Indians,  and  a 
beneficient  government. 

The  omission  of  the  fact  that  the  Cypress  Hills  were  a  sacred  area  to 
the  Indians,  where  even  warring  tribes  set  aside  their  differences,  leads 
to  a  misinterpretation  of  facts  on  pages  10  and  11. 

The  treatment  of  Louis  Riel  is  inadequate,  yet  questions  in  the 

booklet  require  that  students  make  judgements  on  the  basis  of  this 

information.  Hence  it  is  necessary  to  use  other  resources  to  overcome 
this  deficiency. 

Growth  of  Nation  Study  Prints  . 

According  to  the  "Native  People  in  the  Curriculum"  Report, 
photographs  #1,  #2,  #3  and  #6  are  stereotypical.  The  following 
photographs  also  need  clarification  by  teachers: 

#9  -  Since  the  Cypress  Hills  were  a  sacred  area  to  the  Indians  where 
even  warring  tribes  set  aside  their  differences,  then  it  is 
unlikely  that  the  Indians  fired  the  first  shot  at  the  Cypress 
Hills  Massacre. 

#10  -  Is  explained  on  Card  #11. 

#23,  24  -  An  explanation  is  necessary  as  to  why  the  Indians  in  British 
Columbia  were  hostile. 

CLASSROOM  USE: 

The  five  booklets  and  the  set  of  study  prints  comprise  the  primary 
resource.   Six  packages  could  be  bought  for  group  work.   Teachers  should 
be  aware  that  supplementary  resources,  print  and  non-print,  should  be  used 
to  expand  the  topics  covered.

In 
sections  which  do  mention  Natives,  some  reinforce  the  stereotype  of  the 
nomadic  and  fearful  Indians.   Supplementary  materials  need  to  be  used  with 
this  resource  to  fill  the  gaps  due  to  the  lack  of  Native  content.

CONCERNS: 

Since  the  book  is  presented  in  a  simplistic  manner,  it  tends  to  over- 
generalize,  occasionally  to  the  point  of  distorting  facts.  The  "Native 
People  in  the  Curriculum"  Report  states  the  book  fails  to  recognize  tribal 
differences,  treating  all  Native  peoples  as  if  they  were  alike.   Some 
factual  inaccuracies  exist  when  reference  is  made  to  specific  tribes. 
Teachers  need  to  use  other  resources  to  accommodate  these  problem  areas. 

CLASSROOM  USE: 

This  book  provides  coverage  of  many  areas,  using  a  survey  approach. 
It  is  suggested  that  multiple  copies  per  class  be  used  for  student  group 
work.   The  teaching  guide  is  useful  as  it  contains  background  teaching 
suggestions,  objectives  and  an  answer  key.  The  Alberta  edition  has  been 
metr icated.

The  Kingdom  of  Minos,  The  Mycenaeans,  The 
City  States,  The  Warring  States  and  the  Golden  Age  of  Athens  are  some  of 
the  historical  episodes  contained  in  this  book.  Also  included  are 
discussions  of  everyday  life,  festivals,  the  theatre,  legends,  and  the 
games.

THE  INCAS 

This  text  deals  with  the  development  of  the  I nca  Empire  along  the 
west  coast  of  South  America  in  the  period  1100AD  to  1572AD.   The  book 
includes  discussion  of  how  the  empire  was  developed  and  organized  and  how 
people  met  their  needs  from  the  land.   Such  topics  as  religion,  education 
and  medicine  are  developed.  Craftsmen  and  builders  are  described.   The 
book  ends  with  a  short  description  of  the  Spanish  conguest. 
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ANCIENT  ROME 

The  text  deals  with  the  period  of  time  from  735BC  to  476AD  providing 
an  overview  of  the  ancient  Roman  civilization  in  a  chronological  fashion. 
It  examines  the  Romans'  lifestyle  during  this  period.   It  presents  some  of 
their  achievements  and  their  influence  on  others. 

CLASSROOM  USE: 

These  books  should  hold  student  interest.   The  print  is  easy  to  read 
and  the  depth  of  coverage  appears  to  be  suitable  for  students  in  this 
grade.   No  suggestions  are  given  for  student  exercises  and  activities  so 
these  must  be  determined  by  the  teacher.
